Clouds of dense 
smoke which rolled first from the build- 
ing were. followed by flames which shot 
high into the air above the roof and over the 
massive brown-stone Postal Telegraph 
Building on the corner below. 

Before this, however, it had been feared . 
that it would be impossible to save the Pos- 

Building, and af#l the operators and all 
ersons at work in the structure had been 


yordered out. The retreat was made in good 


order. 

By this time the upper part of the Home 
Life Building was a caldron of fire. From 
the windows of the several upper stories 
the flames burst in masses, defying the puny 
streams the firemen continued to hurl 
against the building. 

The Postal Building, fourteen stories high, 
caught fire at 11:15. Chief Bonner went to 
the roof in the elevator to give personal di- 
rections for fighting the fire. 


Many Firemen at Work. 

‘Chief Bonner had under his direction all 
the engines stationed in the fire houses be- 
low Twenty-third street. In addition, five 
hook and ladder companies, including water 
towers, were at the scene. Most of the men 
worked in the lower parts of the building 
to save adjoining buildings. Only a few 
gangs were with the Fire Chief on the top of 
the Postal Building: They fought with all 
their strength to keep the flames back. 

-The Home Life Insurance Building was 


‘occupied by that company and by a large 


number of prominént men in various lines of 
business. Every effort was made to save the 
valuable papers stored in some of the offices, 
but many of these were lost. 

The offices of the Rapid Transit commis-

Some Narrow Escapes. 

In the Postal Building as well there were 
many serious losses of a private nature, 
and when the flames reached the operating- 
room of this structure, which they did within 
three hours of,Ahe outbreak, the one or two 
solitary operators who remained at their 
posts were compelled to flee for their lives, 
leaving unsent messages at the keys. 

The fire burned even more fiercely in the 
Home Life Building, owing to the great 
height of this structure, and in an incredibly 
short time the upper half of this magnificent 
building was in flames. 

The water towers in the street were able 
to throw their heavy streams only into tHe 


_jJower part of the structure, and the firemen, 


though they worked with great bravery and 
untiring energy in the blinding smoke and 
heat, could do little in the face of such a 
flerce sweep of flame and gale. 
. It was only a question of time when the 
Postal Building, so far as the upper portion 
Was concerned, went the way of the others. 
The estimate of the losses by Chief Bonner 
after midnight was a million dollars, with

Bonner. Sees the Danger. 
-~“That’s got to catch it, too,” remarked

culiar form, with a great air shaft, fully 
twenty feet square, on each side, well toward 
the middle of the building. This shaft abut-

. The seventh story caught first on the side. 
The twelfth caught next, and in five minutes 
the flames had crowded their way-around to 
the Broadway side.

Test of the “‘ Skyscraper.”’ 

Then came the first great test of a real sky- 
@craper, built to be absolutely fireproof. One 
floor was soon burned out--thetwelfth. But 
the ceiling resisted stubbornly. 

‘The thirteenth floor of the Home Life 
caught—it was 10:45—and the fire had been 
burning just fifty minutes. Still the ceilings 
resisted, still the flames fought their way in 
throvgh-.the windows. The fourteenth floor 
caught, then the fifteenth. 

_At last, when the fire had been burning 
for an hour and a half, the top floor, the six- 
teenth, gave way and took fire. AH four 
floors were shooting out yellow flames from 
every window, north, east, south, and west. 
The top of the building was doomed. 
Smoke was beginning to curl out of the red 
‘tiled roof and twenty streams of water were 
flooding the lower floors. The fireproof sky- 
gcraper was having its first real baptism of 
fire. | 
Some of the Buildings Burned. 

The store of Rogers, Peet & Co. is a build- 
ing seven stories high, a tall building a few 
years ago, a tiny thing of this day. The 
roof of the building of the Rogers, Peet & 
Co. was lower than the eighth story of the 
Home Life Insurance Company Building. 

The Home Life Insurance Building is in 
Broadway, between Murray and Warren 
streets, opposite City Hall Park. It is six- 
teen stories high, and in appearance re- 
sembles the Owings Building, Dearborn and 
Adams streets, Chicago. 

The Postal Telegraph Building is in Broad- 


* way, northwest corner of Murray street, 


west side of City Hall Park. It is sixteen 
stories high. 


CHICAGO FIREMEN INTERESTED. 


Little Trouble Experienced Here from 
Flames in Skyscrapers—Monad- 
nock Blaze the Worst. 


News of the burning of the New York sky- 
scrapers was watched by members of the 
Chicago Fire department. Chicago is the 
home of modern skyscrapers, and although 
the department has had few opportunities 
to cope with firés in such structures it is 
not known how soon it may be called upon 
to fight just such a fire as visited New York 
last night. 

Operator Burke of the fire alarm office 
was rather skeptical and thought the story 
must be overdrawn as far as concerns the 
suggestion to destroy the Postal Telegraph 

uilding by explosives. 

“The blowing up by dynamite of a mod- 
ern skyscraper with its frame of steel se- 
curely bolted together would be altogether 
out of the question,” he said, “as it would 
Tequire such quantities of explosives that 
property for blocks around would either be 
destroyed or badly damaged.” 

The most serious fire in a Chicago sky- 
scrapers was that in the Monadnock Builld- 
ing little more than a year ago. The fire 
started in the electric wire shaft in the 


' basement of the building and quickly ran up 


the shaft, which was lined with wood, tothe 


poor. 


The building is sixteen stories high, and 
the firemen attached their hose to the 
etandpipes and ascended the fire escapes to 
the room, where they soon succeeded in 
putting out the fire with little loss. 

Geveral years ago fire burned the contents 
of one room in the thirteenth floor of the 


’ Chamber of Commerce Building, but the Fire 


department had no difficulty in confining the 
blaze to the room in which it started. A

EXPERT ON HIGH BUILDINGS. 


Architect T. M. Clark Talks of Fire- 
proof Structures and Com- — 
bustibles. 


In a paper read at the convention of the 
American Institute of Architects in St. Louis 
in 1895 Architect T. M. Clark said no build- 
ing, however constructed, is safe agalmst 
fire, unless the amount of combustible 
matter in it is divided into’small portions by 
incombustible partitions. It was also known, 
said he, that a building safe from internal 
hazard may be destroyed from an attack 
from the outside. Among his suggestions 
was one of clothing a steel skeleton with 
cement, mortar, and iron rails, cased over 
entirely with copper, brass, or aluminium, 
riveted at the joints. With a little grouting 
between the steelwork and the casing to give 
a substantial backing to the sheet metal a > 
building of this sort would be almost inde- 
structible. Fire and water would expend 
their force on it in vain. 

*“‘It would be a queer looking affair, no 
doubt,”’ he admitted, * and the critics would | 
have plenty of sport at its expense, but we 
may remember, in our efforts to accomplish 
by the light of our intelligence the results 
that were required of us, that it was the 
ugliest of the ducklings that grew up to bea 
Swan, and that in the solution of the most 
important problem that confronts us cer- 
tainly lies, to a great extent, the future of 
architecture in-America.” | 

“It is frequently stated by firemen that 
the brick and terra cotta with which we 
clothe t e steel skeletons of our new build- 
ings are liable to destruction by the com- 
bined action of heat and water, and that 
when exposed to a serious conflagration, 
either from inside or outside, they are liable 
to fall off and expose the steel structure. 
Experience has shown that there is truth in 
this, but it does not follow that the high 
building must be condemned in consequence. 
If brick, stone, and terra cotta cannot be 
made to protect efficiently the metal frame- 
work of the building we are trying to make 
fireproof, something else that will accom- 
plish this object will assuredly be employed, 
no matter how much our traditions may 
have to be upset for the purpose.”

WASTE NO TIME. 


When the Message Is Read 
Appropriation Bills Wil? 
Be Attended To. 


ARMY DEFICIENCY FIRST. 


Every Effort Will Be Made to 
Avoid Necessity for an 
Extra Session, 


BOTH BRANCHES TO MEET. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 4.—Senators ex- 
-press a determination to take up the work 
of the session vigorously in the beginning 
with the hope of having it well advanced be- 


' fore the holidays, and they are counting upon 


takirg up the apprepriation bills at an early 
date for the purpose of preventing an extra 
session on accourt of any failure of part 
of the national budget. 

It is expected that the army deficienqy bill 
will reach the Senate during the present 
week, the understanding at the north end 
of the Capitol being that the House will dis- 
pose of it within a few days after assembling. 

The Committee on Appropriations will 
bring it in early for the double purpose of 
having it passed quickly and _ of testing the 
feeling of Senators on questions connected 
with the war, 

The tirst day’s session will be given up el- 
most entirely tc the President's message, 
and there is great interest manifested in 
hearing the minutest details of the Presi- 
dent’s. recommendations. 

After the reading of the message the Senr- 
ate will adjourn until the next day. 

All plans for legislation of general scope 
await the promulgation of this documert, 
and, as a consequence, one hears far less 
than usual of measures to be introduced. ) 

It is impossible to say what matters will 
occupy the week after the disposal of the 
message, but it is probable that some 
speeches may be delivered upon the policy 
-indicated by the message, and also that the 
calendar may be taken up. 


Discussion of Message. 


- ‘There are many measures which have been 
reported and there will be no difficulty to 
find employment if the Senate is disposed 
to settle to routine so early in the session. 

During the closing days Of the last sessicn 
Senator Morgan gave notice of his intention 
to call up the Nicaraguan Canal bill at the 
beginnirg of the present session.

| JOAQUIN MILLER HAS; 


AFTER YEARS, TAKEN 


HIS DAUGHTER HOME. 


Her Visit to His Home Overcomes His 
Last Resistance and the Aged Poet 
Forgives the Past—He: Cast Her Off 
Long Ago. 


San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 4.—[Special.]— 
Maud Miller, the actress, and daughter of 
Joaquin Miller, the poet, has become recon- 
ciled to her father after many years of es- 
trangement. It is a romantic story. 

In the early days of Oregon Joaquin Miller 
was editor of a paper in one.of the small 
towns of that State. Among its contributors 
was one who signed her poems and sketches 
‘* Minnie Myrtle.”’ They pleased the editor. 
A meeting was followed by a brief courtship 
and marriage. 

Their temperaments were too similar for 
them to dwell togetherlong. After repeated 
futile efforts to make each other happy 
Joaquin and Minnie Myrtle separated, the 
daughter remaining with the father. 

Minnie Myrtle went away and became a 
lecturer. She died many years ago. 

The daughter was placed in the Convent of 
Loretto at Ontario, Canada. After her edu- 
cation was finished she went abroad, chaper- 
oned by Mrs, Hotchkiss, wife of the revolv- 
ing cannon inventor. <At the age of 16 she 
went on the stage. Some years later she 
met Loudon McCormack, a handsome actor. 
She married him against her father’s wishes. 

The father might have forgiven the ill-ad- 
vised marriage, but there was one thing 
which cut him to the heart. It was an in- 
terview in a New York paperin which Maud 
was quoted as upbraiding him for neglect- 


ing her. He disinherited her and forbade 
her name to be spoken in his presence or 
out of it.

Mrs. Frank Leslle, Chauncey M. Depew, and 
several others who were interested in the 
strange, sad story of father and daughter 
endeavored to bring about a reconciliation.

Joaquin Miller, when asked last night 
about the return of his daughter, said that 
the story was true. ‘I left Maud at home 
in my cottage with her boy,”’ he said, ‘‘ and 
she is happy there now. We like her since 
she is willing to stay at home, and my 
mother is especially fond of her. She occa- 
sionally goes down to San Francisco to take 
some minor part in the plays that are given 
there, but has given up the stage and ex- 
pects to stay with us. I have promised to 
build her a cottage near mine, and there will 
be a little community of us with my broth- 
er’s cottage and the home of my mother 
close at hand.

SAY OPPOSITION IS SLIGHT. 


Advocates of the Monument in Canada 


to General Montgomery Think It 
Will Be Erected. 


Reports which appeared in yesterday's 
papers of opposition In Canada _ to the 
project to erect at Quebec a statue as an 
‘international monument to the memory of 
the General Richard Montgomery who fell 
before Quebeg while fighting for the cause 
of the American colonies in 1775 caused no 
apprehension as to the ultimate success of 
the movement |among its originators and 
supporters in Chicago. Dr. Liston H. Mont- 
gomery, great+grandnephew of General 
Montgomery and who first suggested the 
monument idea, believes the public senti- 
ment in Canada, when well sifted, will be 
found to be strongly in favor of the plan. 

‘**In the course of several visits to the 
principal cities of Canada which I have 
made in furtherance of this plan,”’ said Dr. 
Montgomery, “assurances were received of 
hearty support for this project from many 
leading men in official life and a large num- 
ber of the leading newspapers. The Premier, 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier, favors it, as do Sir 
William Van Horne, Lord Aberdeen, Sir 
Francis Knollys, Sir Adolph Chapleau, and 
Lord Strathcona. The City Council of Que- 
bee four years ago adopted a resolution 
granting permission, so far as that body has 
power in the matter, for the erection of the 
monument, with the sole condition that it 
should have the right to sit as censor on any 
inscription it might be proposed to place on 
the monument. 

‘The project was not abandoned, but 
steps towards its realization were discon- 
tinued for a time for various reasons, but 
the renewal of.active work has evoked some 
opposition. It domes apparently from unof- 
ficial sources, literary organizations, wom- 
en's clubs, and the like. I believe it has 
been strengthened somewhat by an _  er- 
roneous impression that the erection of the 
monument might be used as a step towards 
annexation. 

‘** But there is precedent for such tributes 
to the bravery of Generals of other nations 
who have died on Canadian soil, in the monu- 
ments to Montcalm and Wolff. I have no 
doubt the people of Canada will agree at 
last that the offer of this country to give 
them a monument that will commemorate an 
important historical event and serve as an 
ornament to Quebec will be accepted. With 
the growing feeling of goodwill among Eng- 
lish-speaking peoples this seems inevitable. 
As an educational factor the monument 
would be valuable. It may take some time 
to bring it about, but I hope to see it 
erected.’”’ 

General Richard Montgomery, who had 
been a Captain in the British army in Eng- 
land, resigned his commission to volunteer 
his services in the colonial army under 
Washington. is offer was accepted, and 
later he head an army of invasion into 
Canada on Dec. 31, 1775, and fell while lead- 
ing a storming party against Fort Diamond. 
The face of the cliff at that point bears a 
tablet stating it marks the place where 
Montgomery fell. 

The tablet was placed there several years 
ago by an Irish-Canadian admirer of Gen- 
eral Montgomery. It has never been 
mutilated or defaced.

SENATE BATTLE 


ON THE TREATY. 


Ratification Is Not to Be Ac- 
complished Without a 
Hard Struggle. 


Minority May at Least Be Able 


to Cause Delay Until 
Next Session. 


ATTITUDE OF: THE PARTIES. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 4.—[Special.]— 
Of the Senators now in Washington, or who 
have been here within the last week or 
two, since the points of the treaty were 
definitely outlined, Senators Allison, Geer, 
Foraker, Platt of Connecticut, Platt of Ncw 
Lodge, Chandier, 
Proctor, Fairbanks, Morgan, Teller, and 
Harris, it is believed, will vote for the treaty 


' as a whole, while there are in opposition 


Senators Hale, Morrill, Pettigrew, Caffery, 
Faulkner, and Cockrell. 

There are in the Senate 90 votes. To ral:fy 
a treaty requires two-thirds of this num- 
ber, or 60 votes. 
into the party caucus number 44 votes. They 
will not all vote for the treaty. Senators 
Hale, Morrill, Hoar, Perkins, Wetmore, and 
Wellington are generally credited against the 
treaty, although some of them may vote 


| for it in the interests of peace, while op- 


posed to the retention of the Philippines. 
Of the others severdl are opposed to the 
payment of the $20,000,000 indemnity, but 
they consider this a detail which should not 
result in the,defeat of the treaty. The op- 
ponents of the treaty say it will not have 
more than the 88 Republican votes in- 
dicated. 

There are 34 Democrats and 12 Inde- 
pendents. Of the latter it is believed Teiler, 
Mantle, Cannon, Stewart, Jones, Tur-er, 
Heitfeld, and Harris will vote for the trea:y, 
while Allen, Butler, Pettigrew, and 
Kyle are generally credited to the 
opposition. Of the Democrats, Mor- 
gan, Pettus, Rawlins, Gray, Murphy, 
Mitchell, Lindsay, McLaurin; and Ma.-tin 
are put down in the affirmative. This esti- 
mate gives the treaty in the present Senate 
38 Republicans, 8 Independents, and 9 Demo- 
crats, or a total of 55 votes. It is believed 
that several Democrats and Republicans 
who are nominally against the treaty will 
finally vote for it to avoid the responsibility 
of continuing a nominal state of war. The 
minority is so determined, however, an the 
constitutional questions involved so com- 
plex, as to render it doubtful in the opin‘on 
of careful judges that the treaty can be 
ratified at this session.

Paris, Dec. 4.—Secretary Moore said to- 


night:

“The Spaniards want the joint commission 
to agree first to the main articles and mat- 
ters connected closely with the protocol.

Judge Day has sent an encouraging report 
to Washington.. 

Representatives of both sides predicted 
confidently today that the treaty would be 
signed within a week unless unforeseen com- 
plications developed. 

The American commissioners say there is 
no foundation for the reports circulated in 
the United States and cabled back that 
President McKinicy has forwarded to the 
American commissioners instructions to in- 
sist unyieldingly upon a coaling base in the 
Carolines and that the Spaniards are endeav- 
oring to renew their opposition to a cession 
of the Philippines. Both commissions rec- 
ognize that the latter question is settled.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 4.—Advices from 
Judge Day of the Paris Peace commission, 
received during last night’s Cabinet meet- 
ing, are of a gratifying character and hope- 
ful of the signing of the peace treaty within 
a reasonable time.

SPAIN’S FINANCIAL PROBLEMS. 


Government Still in a Quandary Over 
Colonial Debts—Redemption of 
Cuba. Bonds. 


Madrid, Dec. 4.—The government has not 
reached a full decision regarding. the Cuban 
and Philippine debts, but the official gazette 
today publishes an announcement that the 
drawing for the redemption of the Cuban 
bonds will occur on Dec. 10. 

The speculation in the Cuban and Philip- 
pine debts on the Bourse has seriously dis- 
pleased the Cabinet. The rise in those se- 
curities is attributed to the report that the 
government will devote the indemnity re- 
ceived from the United States to the colonial 
indebtedness, regarding which no decisive 

teps have been taken by the Ministers. 

An official dispatch from the Visayas 
Islands, in the Philippines, announcés that 
the insurgents have renewed their attacks 
upon Iloilo. The government's advices say: 
“The rebels have their guns trained on the 
city and fire on our troops nightly. Our 
troops maintain a spirited fire, and have 
killa a number of the enemy.” 

The Bilbao papers report the discovery 
there of 396 rifles carefully secreted under- 
ground. 

A number of Carlists have been arrested 
on charges of being connected therewith. 

London, Dec. 5.—The Daily Mail publishes 
the following dispatch from Biarritz: . : 

“The censorship is so severe that the 
Spanish newspapers are prohibited even 
from contradicting Carlist news published 
abroad. There have been numerous arrests 
of Carlists at Barcelona and elsewhere in 
Catalonia. The Carlist General Isasi and 
Several colleagues have disappeared.”

give up the little morsel of patronage and 
look upon the schools from two points of 
view only, it would be better for the school 
system of the city,’”’ was the comment of 
Daniel R. Cameron, ex-President of the 
board, when told that Dr. Andrews had re- 
signed. ‘‘ The first consideration should be 
given the children who are attending our 
schools and who will take our places in this 
community as citizens. After the children 
the taxpayers who give so liberally to edu- 
cation should be regarded. 

“We need for Superintendent a man able 
and willing to superintend, a man who has 
the courage to demand the prerogatives nat- 
urally attaching to the office. Dr. Andrews 
is such a man. | 

‘“‘ Perhaps Dr. Harper gave the impression 
when he went East that the commission's 
plans were to be adopted,”’ was suggested. 

“* Possibly that hits the nail on the head,” 
was the answer.

I was out of the room fora time 
previous, and in the interval a letter might 
have been laid on top of the heaps of pa- 
pers there. It might also have been placed 


on top of my desk after I left or shoved: 


under the lid. 

“If Dr. Andrews has resigned no one re- 
grets it more than I. He was personally a 
fine man, and certainly one of the greatest 
of educators. His loss is to be deplored, the 
more so that it falls at this time of year. 
For the sake of the Chicago school system 
as well as for his own I,hope that he has 
not resigned.’’ 

Dr. Andrews was inaccessible throughout 
the day. ‘‘I have nothing more to say on 
the subject,” he sent down word, “ than 
what the papers say this morning.’ 

Dr. Andrews was elected Superintendent 
of Schools on July 1 as the first act of the 
new Board of Education. Mayor Harrison 
when he nominated the new members of the 
board in June was credited with having 
made the stipulation of a vote for Dr. An- 
drews as the man of his choice. The old 
board, at its last meeting, made the vain 
effort to elect A. G. Lane to succeed him- 
self, and was forced through deadlock to 
leave the choice to the new board. Friction 
which began with the election has in one 
form or another never ceased.

President of the United States.” He said in 
part: “ When we look upon the remarkable 
progress of our.country during the last 
century our hearts must of necessity be filled 
with pride at belonging to this nation. At 
the end of the eighteenth century the United 
States had 8,000,000 inhabitants; its finances 
were slowly recovering from well-nigh ruin; 
it Was a small country, but it had just passed 
through the cleansing fire of the revolution 
against one of the mightiest nations of the 
world, victorious because its brave sons 
fought for liberty, for the freedom of their 
homesteads, and deservedly had won the 
admiration of the entire civilized world. At 
thé end of the nineteenth century it stands 
as one of the most powerful among nations, 
having just finished another victorious war, 
adding large territory and many millions to 
its people. At the end of the eighteenth 
century the nation thanked George Wash- 
ington for its liberty and the establishment 
of its wonderful institutions. At the end of 
the nineteenth century the great William 
McKinley has steered the country through 
the Spanish war’and has gained for the 
country its rightful place among the nations 
of the world. May our country ever have 
at its head men like Washington, Lincoln, 
and McKinley.” 


Hanson Eulogizes Denmark’s King. 

Consul C. H. Hanson spoke of the “ King 
of Denmark.”’ He said: 

** Thanking you for your kindness on the 
occasion of my appointment as *Danish 
Consul, my thoughts naturally go out tothe 
one to whom I owe my appointment. For 
thirty-five years our old King has, with 
honor, held the throne of Denmark, to which 
he acceded under trying circumstances and 
with grave responsibility resting upon him. 
Through all these years he has held for his 
motto, ‘ With God, for honor and right,’ 
and has won the love of his subjects as few 
kings before him.’ He enjoys, as he ought, 
the highest respect of the world. God save 
King Christian LX. and give him a long and 
a happy reign.” 

Senator Juul spoke of “ Our City,’ and 
compared Chicago to Egypt of old in the 
supplying, in times of famine, the food of 
the world.

Carlinville, Ill., Dec. 4.—[Special.]—Wiliam 
Kent, the slayer of his brother, Noble Kent, 
while the latter was handcuffed and help- 
less in the charge of Sheriff Davenport, is 
He is known to have $1,300 
in money, and this, together with a strange 
official state of affairs through which the 
pursuit has been temporarily abandoned, 
may assist him to escape. 

Sheriff Davenport's term of office expires 
Accordingly, that officer returned 
home late last night and calmly announced 
he had given up the chase, as his authority, 
he contended, was on the wane, and might 
expire before he caught up with the fleeing 


Thus the fugitive is allowed a clear field 
for escape, while Davenport ponders on how 
awkward it would be to serve the ends of the 
law as a mere civilian. 

The Coroner’s jury found today that No- 
ble Kent came to his death at the hands 
of his brother, William Kent, while the 
former was a prisoner in charge of the Sher- 
iff on a Rock Island train. 


Tell of the Murder. 

Only two witnesses were sworn by the 
Coroner—Sheriff P. C. Davenport and L. M. 
The Sheriff testified he saw Will Kent 
pass by him in the car, turn around, and be- 
gin shooting, and that the weapons were 
pointed at him as an indication that Kent 
meant for no one to take part in the affray. 

The shots were fired at such close range 
that the powder burned his face and the 
blaze from the revolvers almost blinded 
Will Kent then backed out of the 
car, his revolvers still pointed at the Sheriff, 
until he reached the vestibule, when he, 
jumped from the train and fled. Mr. Ross 
corroborated the Sheriff's testimony.

Chicagoans Are Skeptical of

DRIVES PEOPLE FROM TOWN. 


The Chicago Stock-Yards stench, period- 
{cal and pervasive, and promises of its re- 
moval, recurrent and so far futile, persist in 
afflicting and tantalizing the long-suffering 
people of this city. And the latest develop- 
ment in the combination that makes breath- 
ing a misery and reflection a species of de- 
spair is the announcement by.the Health 
Department that it has located, definitely 
and finally, the causes of the dreaded stink 
and that these causes are to be removed. 
In this again the public is confronted by the 
question: . 

“Will the promise be fulfilled, or will this 
administration, like its predecessors, go out 
and leave the chronic nuisance a heritage to 


its successor?” 


That the great packing industries that an- | 


nually bring millions of dollars in trade to 
Chicago also create conditions that drive 
Chicago citizens away from home if they 
would breathe without repugnance is a stub- 
porn reality that more than any other gives 
distress to those who love the city and seek 
its welfare. 

Sickening odors which closed windows and 
double doors fail to exclude, repeatedly 
trailed across the residence portions of the 
city by winds from every quarter, have made 
the enjoyment of the natural pure air of the 
lakeside place impossible to those who live 
here, and tend to make painful the thought 

of extending hospitality to outsiders. 

Promises to put a stop to the nuisance are 
made by Health Commissioners as regularly 
as those officials succeed each other in office. 
Failure to fulfill the promises is always fol- 


lowed by exhaustive excuses, the chief one 
having been that it is impossible to locate.

The Health department has suits 
pending against several bristle concerns, and 
has secured promises, it is said, that the 
sun-curing method will be abandoned.

San Franciscd. Lad, Who Thought He

“The Belle of New York" was not above 
accepting fhe praises of Chicago at. the 
Columbia Theater last night, in spite of a 
bewildering season in London. It is true 
that the personnel of the company is 
changed from that which: won the hearts 
of the British metropolis and sealed the 
Anglo-Saxon alliance, but it must be said 
to the credit of Mr. Lederer that he has been 
unsparing in his efforts to reproduce the 
original, which made _ such a hit at the 
Columbia last year. Thescenery, costumes, 
and chorus are just as elaborate as ever, 
and they are done in the best casino style. 
As for the principals, it would only be a 
carping critic who would point out the ab- 
sence of certain well-known faces. 

Dan Daly is the star on this occasion, and 
he is just as much Dan Daly as ever, saving 
the fact that last night he had a terrific 
cold, which incapacitated him entirely when 
it came to singing. But as Dan Daly is 
never, even at his best, a great vocalist, the 
handicap was nota serious one. Otherwise 
he was as quaint as possible, and has added 
a few new jokes,-not to speak of a few that 
preceded the floed. He has exaggerated a 
few of his faults, such as the usurpation of 
the lime light on all occasions, the mauling 
of .women, and the use of pointless gags, 
but few stars are without these faults, and 
Dan Daly is funny enough to indulgence in 
such delinquencies. 

Mr. William Cameron and Miss Catharine 
Linyard are members of the old brigade, the 
latter the most indefatigable of soprands as 
of yore, and the former the best of tough 
men and the most astounding of eccentric 
dancers. 

Among the new members of the company 
Miss Helen Lord deserves, first mention. 
She played the part of the Salvation Girl once 
or twice last year when Miss Edna May 
was indisposed, and there is really little to 
choose between the two. Both sprang su‘l- 
denly from the ranks of the chorus, and Miss 
Edna May was last summer one’of the most 
sought out persons in London. She must, 
of course, be credited with having originated 
the part, or, at least, with having learned it 
by rote from the stage manager, but, put- 
ting that fact aside, Miss Helen Lord has 
really just as many claims to attention. 
She is pretty, demure, and possesses a 
small, sweet voice. She does not stand the 
hideous dress of ‘the Salvation Army girl 
nearly as well as Miss Edna May, but in 
other respects she does her funny little part 
with sufficient innocence and grace. 

Miss Queenie Vassar is not, of course, 
Miss Phyllis Rankin. +: There is only one 
Fifi on the stage, and therefore Miss Vassar 
was bound to suffer by comparison. If Miss 
Rankin had not preceded her she might have 
been considered exceedingly good. She has 
the same petite figure which goes with the 
part, her voice is adequate, and her French 
accent, if it is not always correct, is at least 


uhobtrusive. She was not absisted material- 
ly by Mr. Ed Tyler, who seemed to -be al- 
together without an excuse in the part of 
young Bronson. 

Mr. D. L. Don was rather a clever Dutch 
comedian with the inevitable Louis Mann 
makeup, which is getting a little bit tire- 
some, and a strident, high-pitched voice, 


| which was apt to get upon the nerves. He 


has elaborated the part, however, and the 
murdering scene between him and Daly 
was most amusing. 

None of the other members of the company 
calls for particular mention, except the in- 
dividual who sang the Old Glory song with 
a motley voice in at least ten pieces, each 
being worse than the last. It is such a good 
song that it seems a pity not to have it prop- 
erly sung. 

The chorus work was as good as ever, 
and some of the members are fot poorly 
endowed with good looks. The music where 
the orchestra does not lapse into forgetful- 
ness is as sparkling as ever, and the whole 
piece goes with plenty of snap.

Judging from the crowd which filled every 
seat of McVicker’s theater last night, Ed- 
ward Rose's romantic play, ‘“‘The Prisoner of 
Zenda,’’ seems to have lest none of its at- 
tractiveness for the theater-going-public. 
It was presented by Daniel Frohman's spe- 
cial company, with Howard Gould in the 
roles of Rudolf the Fifth, the Red Elphberg, 
King of Ruritania, and Rudolf Rassendyll, 
a young .Englishman. 

The play was presented a year ago at 
Powers’ Theater by the Lyceum company, 
with James K. Hackett in this part, and two 
years ago by Sothern at the same play- 
house.

They work like anima!s and have no diver- 
sions when not working but drinking, cock 
fighting, dancing, or bull fighting. ‘These 
people wear but the coarsest fabrics, anda 
smal! allowance at that. Their hardware 
is the most rudimentary. Their cutlery 
hardiy goes beyond a single knife and ax 
for a whole family in many cases. They 
have never acquired a taste for wearing 
good boots and shoes, and of things alike 
usefukand ornamental they know but little. 
There is little profit in these people, 75 per 
cent of whom are unable to read and write, 
until we have cultivated in them a taste for 
the products turned out by American work- 
ingmen. 

We Americans, who are so proud of our 
Magna Charta traditions and of the right 
of trial by jury, cannot long bear the dis- 
grace of seeing Cuba still subjected toa 


What We Have Done We Can Do Again:

The nation that has 

enlarged its area nearly 400 per cent, and 

added huge blocks of foreign population, 

partly by these territorial additions and 

partly by immigration, may be trusted to do 

as well in the future as it has in the past.—

Senator Hoar, the avowed leader of the 
anti-expansionists, in his communication to 
a Worcester newspaper, to which reference 
has already been made in THe Tripune, 
says in reference to the Philippine cession 
that he is opposed to it because * the consti- 
tution was framed upon the theory that sov- 
ereignty is not a salable article.” It is in- 
comprehensible that Hoar and his anti-ex- 
pansionist following, men like Hale, Kyle, 
Pettigrew, et al., do not seem able or willing 
to recognize the wide difference between 
buying sovereignty—that is,.the fee simple 
to a piece of real estate—and buying a quit- 
claim. That is all the claim Spaf now has 
to any of the Philippines. We can better 
afford to pay something for them than have 
any cloud remain upon the title, This Sen- 
ator Hoar and his followers do not see. 
Perhaps they do not wish tu see it. 

We have already bought the 80-culled 
“sovereignty ” of Spain over the Floridas 
in Monroe’s administration; of Mexico over 
the immense region between the Rocky 
Mountains gnd the Pacific in Polk’s admin- 
istration; later the Gadsden tract to round 
out the former; of France in the-Kouisiana 
purchase in Jefferson's administration; of 
Russia over Alaska in Johnson's adminis- 
tration, and in all these instances the va- 
lidity of the purchase was affirmed by the 
Supreme Court. Before we bought any so- 
calied “ sovereignty ” from Mexico it was 
defeated in war, as Spain has been. Hence, 
it was only a quitciaim that was bought. 
The government, through Congress, has the 
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Herr Langan, the editor of the Munich comic 
paper Simplicissimus, and. Herr Heine, the chief 
cartoonist, have fled to Switzerland to avold arrest 
for lese majesty. The cartoon which has given 
offense represents the ghosts’ of Godefroit de 
Bouillon and Frederick Barbarossa as revisiting 
the Holy City, where the latter picks up the 
Kaiser's helmet, puggaree and all.

NEWS AND NOTES. 


The ‘‘ peace with honor” phrase is believed to 
have originated with Beaconsfield. ‘* We have 
brought peace with honor.’’ said he after his re- 
turn from the Congress of Berlin. Beaconsfield not 
only brought back ‘‘ honor,’’ but also Cyprus; and 
that was considered a great achievement. 

‘The Concord (N. H.) Monitor asks its readers 
te buy copies of the new city directory and to send 
their old ones to the postmaster, that he may for- 
ward them to other postmasters at ** some of the 
other numerous places by the name of Concord,” 
to help them to forward stray letters to their 
proper destination. 

The Catholic churches of Cincinnati have been 
forbidden to allow the singing of certain masses 
because they too closely resemble operatic music, 
or, to use the words of one of the leading priests of 
the city. are ‘‘ too stagey.’’

I’he believers in physical force are just as 
strong as ever and there are all kinds of 
mutterings as to the evil things that are 
going to befall the saloonkeepers if they 
insist in running the groggeries.

ties constitute what is:>known as the dyna- 
mite belt. This ig a gas and oil country, 
and any man is liable to have a stick of 
dynamite in his pocket. He has a good ex- 
cuse and runs no risk of being arrested for 
carrying concealed weapons; 

There is not much trouble in the large 
towns, but in the small hamlets throughout 
the counties a dynamite party is of frequent 
occurrence. It is a case the minority 
against the majority, for if the majority 
were opposed to saloons in the small towns 
there would be none under the terms of the 
Nicholson law. The minority, however, 
takes the law in its own hands and proceeds 
to wipe out the saloon in a manner which, 
if not pleasant, is decidedly effective. ; 

December is generally the mionth when 
the dynamite crowd gets into operation. 
This is for two reasons—first, because the 
County Commissioners meet in December to 
grant new licenses or extend old ones, and 
second, the nights are long and dull in the 
country and it affords a diversion for those 
who believe they are conferring a benefit on 
the community by committing a crime 
against the law. The best citizens around 
here when they talk about the dynamite 
outrages admit it is a species of the thug- 
gery practiced by, the Bald-Knobbers and 
Whitecappers, but ,admit their inability to 
grapple with the evil. 

It would be worth a man’s life to testify 
against the guilty parties, and so no one is 
ever convicted or eyen arrested for blowing

up a saloon. | 
Manner of Procedure. 


The manner of procedure is about as fol- 
lows: A man makes a formal application be- 
fore the County Commissioners, stating that 
it is his intention to take out a license tu 
run a saloon in a certain town. This appli- 
cation is advertised in the papers, and then, 
if the majority of the people in the town- 
ship are against the opening of the saloon 
they can get up a remonstrance and present 
it to the board. If the remonstrance con- 
tains a majority of the names of the regis- 
tered voters of the district no license is 
granted. On the other hand, if the tem- 
perance crowd is unable to muster the neces- 
sary number of sighatures it is mandatory 
on the part of the commissioners to grant 
the license if the applicant is a man of good 
character. The temperance advocates then 
nurse their wrath in secret until the saloon 
man gets his lace into good working order 

Some night he closes up and goes home. 
If he is not awakened during the night by an 
explosion calculated to lift off his specta- 
cles. wnen he gets! around in the morning 
he finds his saloon scattered over the ad- 
joining four or five counties. 

The Town of Burlington, in Cass County. 

about seventeen miles from Kokomo, has 
carried off all the ‘medals so far for per- 
sistent dynamiting of grog shops. There 
‘was a time when Burlington boasted of 
three or four places where liquor could be 
purchased, but the ranks of the brave have 
been thinned out, and now there is only one 
man in the country who announces his in- 
tention to defy the dynamiters in their 
stronghold. That man is James Black, and 
Black says he is going to run a saloon in 
Burlington if they make a skyrocket out of 
his place every night for the next twelve 
months. 

Burlington is the most insignificant of 
hamlets — a general store, a blacksmith 
shop, a doctor, and a dozen or so houses. 
But Burlington picks up a good deal of 
trade from farmers going to Kokomo, and 
there is a good living for any man who can 
successfully run a saloon in the town. 

The people seem to be of the most peace- 
ful disposition. There is a strong sprinkling 
of Quakers in the surrounding country, and 
no one would believe that the followers of 
the “‘ non-resistance’”’ doctrine would be 

*guilty of participating in the dynamite out- 
rages. Yet some one is guilty, and not one 
of all the grand juries of Cass County has 
ever been able to get the slightest trace of 
the crowd. 


Black’s Dynamite Proof Saloon. 


Black says if he is granted a license he is 
going to build a saloon on new and modern 
principles specially adapted for communities 
where dynamite has received the stamp of 
He 
is going to build a saloon which will be lineé@ 
with sheet iron on the outside. There will 
be no windows and only one door, which will 
be located in the rear. Bla’k does not pro- 
fess to believe that shect iron will make any 
particular difference when the stick of dyna- 
mite goes off, but it will keep his enemies 
from boring a hole in the saloon and drop- 
ping the explosive inside. ' 

The absence of windows and doors will 
also make the work of the dynamiters more 
disagreeable. They will now have to tunnel! 
under the saloon or lay the dynamite along 
side of the building. Tunneling will ve diffi- 
cult, owing to the heavy stone foundatior 
which he will provide. If the dynamite is 
applied from the outside, Black thinks there 
is a chance for him to save a part of his 
place. He will have the walls and fioors 
constructed of double-thick lumber, bolted 
and fastened with extra care. 

“If it didn’t cost too much, I would get 
some armor plate from one of Carnegie’s 
factories,” said Black, “ but I suppose the 
gang would increase the quantity of aynna- 
mite and it would be all off with me just the 
rame."’ 

There are signs of trouble at Young 
America, Russiaville, Fairmont, Galveston, 
Circleville, Mulberry, Hazeltine, and other 
small towns in the vicinity of Kokomo.

PREACH ON VICE IN CHICAGO. 


Dr. F. A. Noble and the Rev. J. Q. A. 
Henry Find a Theme in Munici- 
: pal Conditions. 


“The Law Is Goodif a Man Use It Law- 
fully ’’ was the theme last evening of Dr. 
F’. A. Noble’s sermon in Union Park Congre- 
gational Church. The speaker lauded Dr. 
Henry’s crusade against vice, made an ap- 
peal to business and professional men to 
support it, and took the authorities of Chi- 
cago to task for not enforcing the laws. 

‘There are conditions,’ said Dr. Noble, 
**almost under the eaves of this church, and 
within two blocks of it, that I cannot speak 
about. And why this so? Because the 
proper officials, elected by your votes, and 
who on taking office swore a solemn oath 
to uphold and enforce certain laws, have 
winked at them. 

“It is the business of a Mayor anda Chief 
of Police to enforce the law. If the Mayor 
winks at the Chief of, Police, the wink is 
sure to be passed along the line, and will be 
a tip that certain laws/| may be violated. 

“What do we ask? What does Henry 
ask? Why, simply the enforcement of the 
existing laws on the statute books. We do 
not ask new laws. Let us make the ones 
we have do the work intended for them. 

‘Boys and girls are growing up in our 
midst who should learn to reverence the 
law; not to consider it something that may 
be picked over and handled indiscriminately. 
The day will come whén Chicago will havea 
population of five millipn people. Unless we 
have a purer atmosphere of morality and the 
laws enforced the men and women of that 
day will not be what we most earnestly 
could wish.”’ | 

The Rev. J. Q. A. Henry discussed ‘* Po- 
litical Crime in Chicago” at the La Salle 
avenue church in the evening. He said:

Slain Man’s Friends Decide 
to Call on the Publie for 
Subscriptions. 


WANT STRONG LEGAL AID. 


Expect to Receive Financial As- 
sistance from the Brick- 
Union. 


CANTWELL TELLS HIS PLANS. 


Friends of Charles Latimer, who was shot 
to death in the political mélée at Bricklayers’ 
Hall last week, met yesterday afternoon in 
the rear room of John A. Rogers’ saloon, 
343 West Madison street, with the officers 
of the Independent Republican club of the 
Fighteenth Ward and Attorney Robert 
Cantwell and decided to open a public sub- 
scription to secure funds for finding and 
prosecuting Latimer’s slayer. Some well 
known criminal lawyer—probably W_ 8. 
Forrest or A. 8. Trude—will be asked to take 
charge of the tase, with Attorney Cantwell, 
to push the prosecution. 

In the meantime the friends of Latimer 
are anxiously waiting the outcome of the 
annual election of the Bricklayers’ union, 
on which they are depending for a part of 
the funds. The election will be held next 
Sunday, and if George P. Gubbins is made 
President, as many members of the union 
predict, an appropriation is almost certain 
to be made. Gubbins is a stone mason, liv- 
ing at 497 South Wood street. He was a 


’ close friend of Latimer, was one of the pall- 


bearers at his funeral, and it is said he is 
in favor of the union taking an active part 
in the prosecution. His candidacy is being 
actively pushed, and although there are at 
least a dozen candidates for the Presidency, 
which carries a good salary with it, he is 
said to be far in the lead. His supporters 
met at Bricklayers’ Hall yesterday and dis- 
cussed the prosecution of the Latimer case. 


Views of Other Candidates. 

‘William Stamm, whom Gubbins’ friends 
are pushing for the financial secretaryship, 
and Robert Smith, candidate for Vice-Pres- 
ident, Are said to be of the game mind with 
him about the imterest the Bricklayer?’

OLD AND NEW POEMS BY MRS. JULIA 
*wARD HOWE AND OTHERS. 


Mrs. Howe’s Volume Is Called “ From 
Sunset cents It Is a Book to 
Be Treasured+Oscar Wilde's “ Bal-

S long as Mrs. Julia Ward Howe prints 
“The Battle-Hymn of the Repubiic ”’ 
as the first number in a coilection of 
her poems she may be sure of its re- 
specttul and kindiy reception by her 
countrymen, quite regardless of other con- 

-giderations. The verses never become trite 
and have grown in favor with the thoughtful 
since their first publitation in November, 
1861; and they are quite as suitable for the 
last war as for the once preceding; yet they 
seem to be sung no longer, being rather read. 

This is a pity. Many of the other poems in 
“From Sunset Ridge: Poems Old and 

New ” (Houghton-Mittlin) have the ring of 
the civil war in them, and many recall days 
which should net be forgotten, but which 
are nevertheless slipping away from the 
memory of a generation which knew them 
not. 

Taken as a whole, the collection strength- 
ens an impression made*many years ago 

‘that Mrs. Howe is one woman who never 
speaks until she has something to say and 
has determined upon an appropriate way of 
saying it. Nor does she ever make the mis- 
take of subordinating matter to manner. 

This would distinguish her verse among the 
newer poets of the day, who are quite 4s 

solicitous of the means of expression as of 
the end to be gained by theirthought. Ifthe 
verses of the venernble poet seem to abound 

overmuch in instruction and to pay little at- 
¢ention to form, it is rather because of the 
change in poetic style in later years. Sooner 
or later the style will change, for she has 
the right of the matter among the readers of 
serious verse, if not the lovers of poets’ 
poetry. Tho book is one to be treasured. 

One of the books of the year is a curious 
return to an ancient literary method. The 

‘Ballad of Reading Gaol ”’ is a real ballad, 
in »meter, structure, and matter. Its pro- 
duction by the author, who signs himself 

“Cc. 3. 3.," is due to a combination of cir- 
cumstances which has hardly been equaled 

since Villon emerged from a medieval prison 
to write his ‘“‘Grand Testament,”’ as will 
be admitted when itis stated that the author 
is Oscar Wilde. Among the unhappy com-

COUNTESS SCHIMMELMANN SPEAKS 
IN GERMAN AT YONDORF HALL. 


First of a Series of Ten Public Meet- 
ings to Be Held There on Successive 
Sundays—Her Intention Is to Alle- 

viate the Sufferings of the Poor by 
Practical Aid—Her Remarks Are 
Criticised by a Man in, the Au- 
dience. 


Countess Schimmelmann held her first 
public meeting in Chicago yesterday after- 
noon at Yondorf Hall, North avenue and 
Halsted street, the first of a series of ten 
which will be held in the same place on suc- 
cessive Sunday afternoons. It is the Coun- 
tess’ intention to centralize her work among 
the Germans of that neighborhood. 

The Countess spoke in German. She came 
on the platform unattended, dressed in a 
handsome black satin gown. Her remarks 
were frequently applauded. She referred to 
her long journey to reach Chicago and of the 
pleasure which this first public meeting gave 
her. When she spoke of the laboring classes 
she said she did not speak from personal 
experience, for in the life in which she had 
been reared there had been no want, and 
until she had renounced that life and gone 
down among the poor and suffering she had 
never realized how hard and bitter their 
lot was. She said the poor so frequently 
blamed the rich for want of feeling. The 
rich do feel for the poor, she said, but they 
do not realize the conditions of their life, 
She said she believed a man _ should be 
clothed and fed as well as preached at, 
Once on a mission of mercy she offered a 
man a tract. 

‘* Thank you, madam,” the man said, “* but 
I would rather have a beefsteak,’’ and in- 
vestigation proved he needed the beefsteak 
rather than the tract. 

When the Countess had finished speaking 
a man came forward to the platform from 
the audience and objected to her reference 
to God as the workingman’s friend. 

** How jis it,” he said, “if there {is a God 


| such as you believe in that there are millions 


who hunger?’ 

*“*These come first,”” the Countess an- 
swered, ‘from a false chufch which has 
forms but not life, and, second, because the 
hungry ones do not turn to God, but to 
themselves for help.”’

MARQUISE DE FONTENOY'S LETTER.

Queen Victoria finds herself at the present 
moment in a rather difficult predicament. 
The time has come for her to decide where 
she will spend her annual spring-time holi- 
day on the continent, as it is necessary to 
make preparations a long time in advance 
owing to the vast extent of the accommceda- 
tions which she requires for herself and for 
her suite. 

She would have liked to have spent the 
spring, as usual, at Nice. But thé strained 
condition of the relations between England 
and France just now render this difficuit. 
However desirous the governments in Paris 
and in London may be to maintain peace, 
there is no doubt that war between the two 
countries may be precipitated at,any mo- 
ment through a sudden and sanguinary en- 
counter between. the French and Ens«lish 
authorities in Africa, in China, in New- 
foundland, or anywhere else where the two 
nations find themselves in opposition to one 
another. | 

An encounter of this kind would, owing to 
public opinion on both sides of the channel, 
almost certainly result in an immediate out- 
break of war, and were this to occur while 
Queen Victoria was staying at Cimiez, it 
would be inconvenient, to say the least, as 
she might be called upon to affix her sig- 
nature to a proclamation of war aga nst 
France, actually dating it from a point on 
French soil. Moreover, she is too old and 
frail to be able to move about rapidly, or to 
leave Cimiez at a moment's notice, as might 
become necessary in the event of war. 

Then, too, while some of the French news- 
papers, such as the Figaro, insist with old- 
time Gallic courtesy that French poiitics 
is entirely distinct from French hospital- 
ity, an@ that *‘ Her Most Gracious Majesty ”’ 
will always be a welcome guest in France 
and surrounded with the homage and with 
the veneration which she so justly deserved, 
there are other organs of the French press 
equally influential which express the hope 
that the Queen will not be guilty of such 
a breach of tact as to take up her residence 
in France and to exact French hospitality 
at the time when her government is 
assailing France and endeavoring to subject 
the latter to humiliation in every portion of 
the world. , 

On the other hand, Queen Victoria appre- 
clates the fact that if she does not take up 
her residcnce in the south of France as us- 
ual next spring and proceeds to Florence 
instead of to Cimiez it wiil give rise to all 
kinds of interpretations. Indeed, it will be 
construed as an indication that she con- 
sicgers war as likely to break out between the 
two countries. Im fact her avoidance of 
Cimiez will, as the matter stands now, con- 
siderably add to the difficulty of maintain- 
ing peace between England and France.

Three years ago he had hardly reached 


‘home, after a lion and elephant hunting ex- 


pedition lasting over twenty months in the 
totally uunexplored portions of Somaliland, 
which is regarded as the most dangerous 
portion of the dark continent to white peo- 
ple, than he came a terrible cropper while 
hunting in the neighborhood of his country 
seat at Vale Royal. His spine was so badly 
injured that it was feared at one moment 
that he would be a cripple for life. 

But before many months were past he 
had recovered sufficiently to start off on an- 
other big game expedition in Africa. This 
time he crossed the entire continent from 
east to west, remaining absent so long that 
at one time the gravest fears were enter- 
tained for his safety. Three days after his 
return home he went out hunting, and was 
thrown with his horse at precisely the same 
spot where he had met with his previous 
accident. Once again he is confined to his 
bed with an injured spine, and concussion 
of the brain, and great anxiety is felt by his 
relatives concerning the chances of his 
recovery. 

It may be remembered that Emin Pasha 
passed unhurt through every kind of dan- 
ger in Africa, only to tumble out of a first- 
story window, and to break his neck at the 
close of a banquet in his honor given to him 
on his return to civilization. 

In the same way Speke, who achieved 
such fame in connection with his discovery 
of the sources of the Nile, was killed through 
an accidental explosion of his gun while 
rabbit shooting after his return to England. 

Analogous thereto was the end of Captain 
Cameron of the navy, who was one of the 
first to cross Africa from east to west, and 
at least a dozen other instances of the same 
kind could be mentioned. .

Reflection of Flames Causes 


Many Persons to Think 
Chicago Is Afire. 


GLARE SEEN FOR MILES. 

Swamp Noted as the Place of 

Concealment of Bodiesof |. 
Murdered Men. 


FAMOUS AS HUNTING GROUND 


The largest fire that ever devastated the 
‘‘Skokie’’ marsh started yesterday after- 
noon, and the heavy wind made the swamp 
for several miles a mass of roaring tiames. 
Many telephene calis were received in Chi- 


burns like tinder, and the bed of the bog has 
been known to smolder for weeks. ‘1here 
is no possible way of quelling the flames, 


lying to the south. Near this bowl are the 


Skokie golf links. The entire swamp is 
given over to game, and here is the best 
duck and rabbit hunting of this vicinity. 
Along -both borders are grain fields and 
truck farms. These the fire may wipe out, 
and members of the Evanston Fire depart- 
ment say the loss will amount to somewhere 
near $5,000. 

The Skokie marsh is famous in the police 
records of north Shore suburban towns for 
the frequency with which murdered men 
have been found ¢oncealed there.

GENERAL ASSEMBLYMEN OUTLINE 
MEASURES THEY WILL URGE. 


Many Senators and Representatives 
Have Cempleted the Legislative 
Documents They Will Introduce at 
the Next Session at Springfleld— 
Hamilton Wants an Industrial 
School—P. L. McNabb to Advocate 
Changing Seven Laws. 


The widely discussed new legislation which 
the Illinois General Assembly is expected 
to enact at its coming session is already 
taking tangible form. New bills are under 
discussion everywhere, Legislators from 
the Wisconsin line to Cairo are hard at work 
drafting measures creating new laws or 
changing those now on the statute books. — 

Some are keeping their measures a secret, 
whiie others have completed the bills they 
will introduce and have announced théir 
purpose and scope. At Cissna Park Senator 
J. M. Hamiliton is hard at work on a meas- 
ure to provide an industrial school for ju- 
venile offenders. He wishes to do away with 
the necessity of shutting up boys whose 
offenses are but minor ones with-hardened 
criminals, and to provide an institution 
where they may be reclaimed and developed 
into good citizens. 

**I have other important measures to in- 
troduce,’’ said Senator Hamilton, * but aside 
from the bill already mentioned I shall de- 
vote my energies to trying to prevent un- 
wise, unfair, and corrupt legislation.”

Chicago, Dec. 3.—[Editor of The Tribune. ]

R. M. Quigley, a contractor of St. Louis, is 
thus quoted by the New Orleans Picayune: 

** Labor is the scarcest thing in America today. 
You may not have thought of it, but such is the 
case. There has never been a time since 1887 when 
workmen were so bard to get. I do not mean 
skilled labor, either. I mean men who can do 
ordinary labor, such as is required by contractors. 
I have just sent to the papers an advertisement 
' for 200 men to go to Tutweiler, Miss., next Mon- 
day. We are shipping fifty men out of Chicago 
for Georgiana, Ala., because they could not be 
had in the South. These men are to do work on 
the Alabama and Florida road. 

‘‘ Every contractor in the country is complain- 
ing about the inability to get laborers. They are 
not be had in any section. . Many are already em- 
ployed. I have been up and down the Missis- 
sipp! Rive? a good deal in the last few weeks, and 
I know that 6,000 men could right now be placed 
to work along the river levee construction between 
here and Memphis.”’ 

The above article shows that there are 
few idle men. “ Coin’’ Harvey said in his 
school for fools in 1894: The streets, the 
poorhouses, and jails were full, because men 
could not get work, caused by the “ great 
crime of 1873," and in THw TRIBUNE Oct. 
<9 he said, among other things: 

A continued appreciation in the value of money, 
which must necessarily follow the gold standard, 
means panic,’’ ruin,’’ and wrecking of em- 
ployers and deprivation of employés.”’

‘DECREASE OF IMPORTS. 


STATISTICS SHOW GROWING PROS- 
PERITY OF AMERICAN TRADE. 


Manufactures Entering the United 
States from Abroad Are Thirty Per 
Cent Less tn the Fiscal Year of 1898 
than Under the Tariff Regulations 
of Ten Years Ago—Exports, on the 
Other Hand, Show an Enormous In- 
crease for the Same Period.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 4.—Imports of 
manufactures into the United States in the 
fiscal year 1898 were 30 per cent less than 
those of 1888, although the population has 
increased 25 per cent meantime. The Treas- 
ury Bureau of Statistics, which presented 
last week a table showing the growth in 
the exports of manufactures from 1868 to 
1898, has now prepareda similar table show- 
ing the imports of manufactures inthe same 
period. 

While this indicates that the imports of 
manufactures in 1898 were much larger than 
those of 1868 or 1878, it shows that in 1898 
they were fully 30 per cent below those of 
1888. In 1888 the total import of manu- 
factures was $325,000,000, and in 1898 but 
$226,000,000, while the total export of manu- 
factures, which in 1888 was $130,000,000, was 
in 1898 over $291,000,000. 

The total export of manufactures in 1898 
was not only the largest in our history, but 
for the first time was greater than the im- 
ports of manufactures, the total export of 
manufactures being $291,208,358, and the 


growth of exports of manufactures and de- 
crease of imports of this class of goods re- 
veals some interesting facts.
